Do not trigger the flash in close proximity to people’s eyes. 

Exposure to the intense light produced by the flash could damage eyesight.

Strap: Putting the strap around a child’s neck could result in asphyxiation. 
Date/time battery: Dangerous if swallowed. If this occurs, contact a doctor

Use only recommended power sources.

When using the camera on a beach or at a windy location, be careful 
not to allow dust or sand to enter the camera. 

This may cause the product to malfunction. 

In regular use, small amounts of smoke may be emitted from the 
flash. 

This is due to the high intensity of the flash burning dust and foreign 
materials stuck to the front of the unit. Please use a cotton swab to remove 
dirt, dust or other foreign matter from the flash to prevent heat build-up and 
damage to the unit. 

Remove and store the batteries when you are not using the camera. 

If the batteries are left inside the camera, damage caused by leakage may 
occur. 

Before you discard the batteries, cover the terminals with tape or 
other insulators. 

Contacting other metal materials may lead to fire or explosions. 

Do not charge batteries of different types at the same time, or use 
older batteries together with newer batteries. 

Do not insert the batteries with the + and - terminals reversed. 

This may cause the product to malfunction. 

When putting the camera in your bag, ensure that hard objects do 
not come into contact with the screen. 

Do not attach any hard objects to the camera. 

Doing so may cause malfunctions or damage the screen.

P" Attaching the Strap 

• Thread the end of the strap through the 
strap hole (①)， and then pull the other

r Holding the Camera 

• Place the strap around your wrist. 

• When shooting, keep your arms close to 
your body and hold the camera securely 
to prevent it from moving. If you have 
raised the flash, do not rest your fingers 
on it.

f Inserting the Batteries and Memory Card 

Insert the included batteries and a memory card (sold separately). 

Note that before using a new memory card (or a memory card formatted in 
another device), you should format the memory card with this camera 脚 146).

• Recording is not possible on memory cards 
with a write-protect tab when the tab is in the 
locked (downward) position. Slide the tab up 
until it clicks into the unlocked position.

I Compatible Batteries 

Use AA alkaline batteries or Canon AA NiMH batteries (sold separately, 
mi57). 

Due to the inconsistent performance of other batteries, use of specified 
^ batteries only is recommended. 

NiMH batteries last longer in cameras than alkaline batteries do, especially 
in cold weather. 

For guidelines on how many shots or hours of recording are possible with 
various batteries, see "Specifications" ( 励 203). 


I Removing the Memory Card

card in until it clicks, and then slowly 
release the memory card.

f Setting the Date and Time 

Set the current date and time correctly as follows if the [Date/Time] screen 
is displayed when you turn the camera on. Information you specify this way 
is recorded in image properties when you shoot, and it is used when you 
manage images by shooting date or print images showing the date. 

You can also add a date stamp to shots, if you wish (Q52).

^ Shooting (Smart Auto) 

For fully automatic selection of the optimal settings for specific scenes, 
simply let the camera determine the subject and shooting conditions. 



1 Turn the camera on. 

• Press the power button. 

► The startup screen is displayed. 


2 Enter mode. 

• Set the mode dial to <li\iU0>. 

参 Aim the camera at the subject. The 
camera will make a slight clicking noise 
as it determines the scene. 

^ Icons representing the scene and image 
stabilization mode are displayed in the 
upper right of the screen.

Shooting Still Images

down. The camera beeps twice after 
focusing, and green frames are displayed 
to indicate image areas in focus. 


• If [Raise the flash] appears on the screen, 
press the < 失 > button to raise the flash. It 
will fire when shooting. If you prefer not 
to use the flash, push it down with your 
finger, into the camera. 

③ Shoot. 

、 Press the shutter button all the way 
down. 

► As the camera shoots, a shutter sound 
is played, and in low-light conditions, the 
flash fires automatically. 

• Keep the camera still until the shutter 
sound ends. 

► Your shot remains displayed on the 
screen for about two seconds. 

• Even while the shot is displayed, you can 
take another shot by pressing the shutter 
button again.

Shooting Movies 
① Start shooting. 

• Press the movie button. The camera 
beeps once as recording begins, and 
[•Rec] is displayed with the elapsed time. 

► Black bars displayed on the top and 
bottom edges of the screen indicate 
image areas not recorded. 

► Frames displayed around any detected 
faces indicate that they are in focus. 

• Once recording begins, you can take your 
finger off the movie button. 



② Finish shooting. 

参 Press the movie button again to stop 
shooting. The camera beeps twice as 
recording stops.

Before using an Eye-Fi card, always confirm that local use is permitted 

(m2). 


Inserting a prepared Eye-Fi card enables automatic wireless transfer of 
images to a computer or uploading to a photo-sharing website. 

Images are transferred by the Eye-Fi card. Refer to the card’s user manual 
or contact the manufacturer for instructions on preparing and using cards or 
resolving transfer problems. 

0 When using an Eye-Fi card, keep the following points in mind. 
Cards may continue to transmit radio waves even when [Eye- 
Fi trans.] is set to [Disable] (CP 180). Remove the Eye-Fi 
card before entering hospitals, aircraft, or other areas where 
transmission is prohibited. 

When troubleshooting image transfer issues, check the card and 
computer settings. For details, refer to the card’s user manual. 
Poor Eye-Fi connections may cause image transfer to take a long 
time, and transfer may be interrupted in some cases. 

Eye-Fi cards may become hot, due to their transfer functions. 
Battery power will be consumed faster than in normal use. 

Camera operation may become sluggish. To resolve this, try 
setting [Eye-Fi trans.] to [Disable].

r Troubleshooting 


If you think there is a problem with the camera, first check the following. 

If the items below do not solve your problem, contact a Canon Customer 
Support Help Desk. 

Power 

Nothing happens when the power button is pressed. 

Confirm that new batteries of the correct type are inserted (CP 15,16). 

Confirm that the batteries are inserted facing the correct way (CP 15). 

Confirm that the memory card/battery cover is fully closed ( 励 16). 

Dirty battery terminals reduce battery performance. Try cleaning the terminals with a 
cotton swab and reinserting the batteries a few times. 

Batteries are depleted quickly. 

Battery performance decreases at low temperatures. Try warming the batteries a little 
by putting them in your pocket, for example, ensuring that the terminals do not touch 
any metal objects. 

The lens is not retracted. 

Do not open the memory card/battery cover while the camera is on. Close the cover, 
turn the camera on, and then turn it off again ( 四 16). 

Display on a TV 

Camera images look distorted or not displayed on a TV (CP 163). 

Shooting 

Cannot shoot. 

In Playback mode (CP 19), press the shutter button halfway (CPl35). 

Strange display on the screen under low light (CQ36). 

Strange display on the screen when shooting. 

Note that the following display problems are not recorded in still images but are 
recorded in movies. 

The screen may darken under bright light. 

The screen may flicker under fluorescent or LED lighting. 

Purplish banding may appear on the screen if you compose a shot that includes a 
bright light source. 

No date stamp is added to images. 

Configure the [Date Stamp] setting ( 励 52). Note that date stamps are not added to images 
automatically, merely because you have configured the [Date/Time] setting (CP 17). 

Date stamps are not added in shooting modes (CP 198 - 199) in which this setting 
cannot be configured (CP52).

[Charging the flash] is displayed when the shutter button is pressed, 
and shooting is not possible (CQ45). 

[ な ] is displayed when the shutter button is pressed halfway (CQ45). 

Set [IS Mode] to [Continuous] (CQIOI). 

Raise the flash and set the flash mode to [ 失 ] (CP98). 

Increase the ISO speed (CQ82). 

Mount the camera on a tripod or take other measures to keep it still. In this case, you 
should set [IS Mode] to [Off] (CQIOI). 

Shots are out of focus. 

Press the shutter button halfway to focus on subjects before pressing it all the way 
down to shoot (CP 35). 

Make sure subjects are within focusing range (CP205). 

Set [AF-assist Beam] to [On] (CP62). 

Confirm that unneeded functions such as macro are deactivated. 

Try shooting with focus lock or AF lock (CP 93, 97). 

No AF frames are displayed and the camera does not focus when the 
shutter button is pressed halfway. 

To have AF frames displayed and the camera focus correctly, try composing the 
shot with higher-contrast subject areas centered before you press the shutter button 
halfway. Otherwise, try pressing the shutter button halfway repeatedly. 

Subjects in shots look too dark. 

Raise the flash and set the flash mode to [ 失 ]( 励 98). 

Adjust brightness by using exposure compensation (CP81). 

Adjust contrast by using i-Contrast ( 励 83, 137). 

Use AE lock or spot metering (CP81,82). 

Subjects look too bright, highlights are washed-out. 

Lower the flash and set the flash mode to [ 度 )] (CP43). 

Adjust brightness by using exposure compensation (CP81). 

Use AE lock or spot metering (CQ81,82). 

Reduce the lighting on subjects. 

Shots look too dark despite the flash firing (CQ45). 

Shoot within flash range ( 励 205). 

Adjust brightness by using flash exposure compensation or changing the flash output 
level (CQ99, 107). 

Increase the ISO speed (CQ82). 
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Troubleshooting 


Subjects in flash shots look too bright, highlights are washed-out. 

Shoot within flash range ( 励 205). 

Lower the flash and set the flash mode to 俊 )] (CP43). 

Adjust brightness by using flash exposure compensation or changing the flash output 
level (CP99, 107). 

White dots or similar image artifacts appear in flash shots. 

This is caused by light from the flash reflecting off dust or airborne particles. 

Shots look grainy. 

Lower the ISO speed (Cp82). 

Subjects are affected by red-eye (CP 56). 

Set [Red-Eye Lamp] to [On] ( 励 62) to activate the red-eye reduction lamp 
(CQ4) in flash shots. Note that while the red-eye reduction lamp is on (for about 
one second), it is not possible to shoot, because the lamp is counteracting red-eye. 
For best results, have subjects look at the red-eye reduction lamp. Also try increasing 
the lighting in indoor scenes and shooting at closer range. 

Edit images using red-eye correction ( 励 138). 

Recording to the memory card takes too long, or continuous shooting 
is slower. 

Use the camera to perform low-level formatting of the memory card (CP 147). 
Shooting settings or FUNC. menu settings are not available. 

Available setting items vary by shooting mode. Refer to "Functions Available in Each 
Shooting Mode", "FUNC. Menu", and "Shooting Menu" (CP 192 - 196). 

Shooting Movies 

The elapsed time shown is incorrect, or recording is interrupted. 

Use the camera to format the memory card, or switch to a card that supports high¬ 
speed recording. Note that even if the elapsed time display is incorrect, the length 
of movies on the memory card corresponds to the actual recording time (CP 146, 

204). 

[O] is displayed and shooting stops automatically. 

The camera's internal memory buffer filled up as the camera could not record to the 
memory card quickly enough. Try one of the following measures. 

Use the camera to perform low-level formatting of the memory card (CQ147). 

Lower the image quality ( 励 57). 

Switch to a memory card that supports high-speed recording ( 四 204). 

Zooming is not possible. 

Zooming is not possible when shooting movies in 幽 ] mode. 
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Troubleshooting 


Playback 

Playback is not possible. 

Image or movie playback may not be possible if a computer is used to rename files or 
alter the folder structure. Refer to the Software Guide (CP25) for details on folder 
structure and file names. 

Playback stops, or audio skips. 

Switch to a memory card that you have performed low-level formatting on with the 
camera (CQ147). 

There may be brief interruptions when playing movies copied to memory cards that 
have slow read speeds. 

When movies are played on a computer, frames may be dropped and audio may skip 
if computer performance is inadequate. 

Sound is not played during movies. 

Adjust the volume (CP 24, 111) if you have activated [Mute] (CP 142) or the 
sound in the movie is faint. 

No sound is played for movies shot in 幽 ] mode ( 四 72) because audio is not 
recorded in this mode. 

Computer 

Cannot transfer images to a computer. 

When attempting to transfer images to the computer via a cable, try reducing the 
transfer speed as follows. 

Press the < 囚 > button to enter Playback mode. Hold the <MENU> button down as 
you press the <▲> and < 嚇 > buttons at the same time. On the next screen, press 
the < イ ><^> buttons to choose [B], and then press the <©> button.

Change the batteries (CP 15) 

No Image. 

The memory card does not contain any images that can be displayed. 

Protected! (CQ120) 

Unidentified Image/Incompatible JPEG/lmage too large./Cannot play 
back AVI/RAW 

Unsupported or corrupt images cannot be displayed. 

It may not be possible to display images that were edited or renamed on a computer, 
or images shot with another camera. 

Cannot magnifyl/Cannot play back this content in Smart Shuffle/ 
Cannot rotate/Cannot modify image/Cannot register this image!/ 
Cannot modify/Cannot assign to category/Unselectable image. 

The following functions may be unavailable for images that were renamed or already 
edited on a computer, or images shot with another camera. Note that starred (*) 
functions are not available for movies. Magnify* (CQ117), Smart Shuffle* (CQ119), 
Categorize (CP 130), Rotate ( 励 127), Edit* ( 扇 133 - 138), Assign as Start-up 
Image* (CQ144), Print List* ( 励 173)， and Photobook Set-up* (CP 177). 

Invalid selection range 

When specifying a range for image selection (CP 122, 125, 132, 175), you 
attempted to choose an initial image that was after the final image, or vice-versa.
